Editors = 
are about as ordinary as the next man, a conclusion “ 
which should come as no surprise if you base your is 
judgment on the products we publishers produce. g 

Although the Auxiliary’s study is of the “average”g 
weekly editor-publisher, I suspect that the daily j= 
editor would follow the pattern pretty closely. Here If 
are some of the results of the survey, which wasj§ 
made by S. Gale Denley, instructor of journalism, 
Mississippi Southern College. * 

THE AVERAGE weekly editor is 45 years old, §3 
goes to church pretty regularly, is married and has|| 
two children. Seventy per cent of the editors attended K 
college and 41 per cent received at least a four-year® 

degree. 

The typical editor is a member of two or three « 
social or civic organizations, a church and a state -g 
press association. He has taken a vacation, for at least Ji. 
five days, in the past year. 

Three-fourths of the editors listed one of their 
civic group memberships as Chamber of Commerce. 
Others listed most frequently were Masons, Lions 
Club, Rotary International, and Kiwanis. 

Almost one-fourth of the editors are members of 
the Methodist Church. Other religious, bodies listed 
include Baptist, Presbyterian and Episcopal. 

All of the editors, with the exception of two who 
did not answer, read at least one daily newspaper 
every day. Many of them read two or three news¬ 
papers. They indicated that they have little regard 
for radio and television as sources of information. 

THE TYPICAL editor reads one news magazine 
for at least 30 minutes each week. These include 
Time, Life, Newsweek, and the U.S. News & World 
Report. Twenty-five per cent do not read any news 
magazines. 

Seventy-two per cent have read fewer than five 
novels in the past 12 months, and 42 per cent have 
read no novels. 

The most popular book among the editors who 
read novels was “Peyton Place.” Others were “Please 
Don’t Eat the Daisies,” “Don’t Go Near the Water,” 
“Rally Round the Flag,” and “The Last Angry Man.”
